In yesterday’s newspaper there appeared a letter 
from Professor Earl M. Hodson, coiinty superinten­ 
dent of education of Lawrence county in which Pro­ 
fessor Hodson took issue with Andrew G. Patterson, 
gubernatorial candidate, regarding the existence of 
a “school book tru st” in this state.

Eventually the aris­ 
tocrats, and intelligcnts, acquired 
control of the state, to its great 
benefit, but they also established 
a precedent, by repudiating cer­ 
tain bonds, which they held had 
not been used for the benefit of 
the state, or were sold at too low 
a price, ignoring the fact that the 
honor of a state is the same wheth­ 
er pledged by corlbptable or iu- 
corruptable officials. 
That living 
conditions at that time were hard 
may have offered an excuse, but 
if the state is loaded with a bug< 
debt now, and through the fall in 
price of cotton and a paralysis of
